AST Week after the Confiftory in which 
all the Cardinals confented to the Pope’s 
making Ulfe of 50:000 Crowns in Gold of 
the Treafure whichPope Sixtus V. had 
depofited in the Caftie of St. Angelo, 

for the prefling Occafions of the holy See, the 
Count de Cauni:z Auditor of the Rota for Germany, 
difpatch’d a Courier to Vienna and to the Marquis de 
Prie at Milan. He has inform’d the Umperour of this 
Refolution, which many were of Opinion the Fope 
would not eafily have determin’d upon. here were 
but 2 Cardinals againit ir, and even thofe two Signd 
the Decree before they left the Confiftory. The Pope 
havirig written a Brief to Cardinal Grimani, complain- 
ing ot his Conduct at Naples, in cauliag the Ediés 
for Sequeftring the Revenues of abfent Ecclefiafticks 
to be put in Execution ; which being conuary to the 
Immunities of the Church as well a: againft all Equity , 
was lefs excufable In a Perfon of his Rank; the Car- 
dinal has return’d an Anfwer,and addrefs'd it to hisHo- 
lynefs and to the Heads of the th:ce Orders (or Claffes) 
of Cardinals, in which he aiiccvesi.. bis own Juftifi- 
cation, that chofe Ed:&s were oublifh’d before he came 
to Naples, and therefore he hai wo part in the making 
of them, but that he could not refuie to obey the Or- 
ders he had receiv’d to tee them put in Execution. That 
during the Troubles of the Kingdom ‘veral Churches 
had been ruin’d or damagd, aad ch. che Number of 
the Poor had been very much multiphir. That thofe 
Revenues are now put to their primitive Use, namely 
the repairing Churches and relieving the Poor, which 
the Titular (or Non-Refident) Ecclefiafticks had very 
much negle&ted todo: In Conclufion, that ‘twas not 
for the Emperour’s Service that thofe Revenues fhould 
be fent out of the Kingdom to * Perfons who are in 
Interefts oppofite to his. 

Venice, O&. 13. The Advices from the Ferrareze 
import, that Count Marfigli perceiving it was not 
poflible for him to make himfelf Mafter of Comacchio, 
without firft taking the Tower of Magnavacca fituate 
on the Sea-fide, and that this could not be done but 
by a Siege in Form, had call’d off the Troops and Mi- 
litia which block’d up thofe two Places, in order to 
employ them elfewhere. He afterwards went with 
Cardinal Cafoni to view Lagofcuro, where he gave or- 
der for building a Fort at the Head of the Bridge to- 
wards Ferrara, and for arming feveral Barks, among 
others two large ones with 6 Cennon each and a cers 
tain Number of Men; and they are to fearch all Vef- 
fels that fhall pafs down the Po. Count Conigfeck 
had.advane’d to Bondeno, at the Mouth of the Panaro, 
with 400 Grenadiers and a Body of Horfe, and com- 
manded the Governour to open the Gates to him: But 
Collonel Medicis who commands there, made him as 
haughty an Anfwer; fo that he was oblig‘d to retire; 
and in Kevenge for the Refufal, he caus’d the adjacent 
Villages to be plunder’d, without {paring the Churches 
or the Coafecated Plate. The Count de Boneval who 
commiands in Comacchio, had caus’d the Governour for 
thePopewho remain’d there to be put under Arreft,and 
fummon’d the Inhabitants to take an Oath of Fidelity 
to the Emperoar, whereupon the Bithop declar’d and 
protefted that he and ail his Clergy would rather 
leave the Place. A Detachment of Germans advancing 
towards the Ferrareze, defeated fome of the Pope’s 
Troops and carry'd off fome Cattle. The Number of 
Imperialifts was increas’d at Final di Modena by the 
Troops which come down from Piemont: The Regi- 
ments of Horfe of Brainer, Martini, and Ebergeni, 
pafs'd by Piacenza the 7th, marching towards the Mo- 
deneze: Part of the Troops of Brandenburg imbark’d 
on the Po, were taking the fame Route; and the 
Count de Thaun who is to command the Army, was 
to follow them fpeedily. On the ether Hand, Collonel 
Count Bentivoglio was gone to Stellata wish fome Com-

panies of Grenadiers and part of his Regiment. Other 
Troops were fent to Lagofcuro, Bondeno, and Fort 
Urb no. We have Advice, that tne Emperour has 
conferr’d the Government of the Milaneze on the Duke 
of Modena. 


Milan, 27. The Inftant General Count 
Thaun and General Baron Martini arriv’d here from 

urin ; and to Day proceeded on their Journey to the 
Ferrareze, whither the Imperial Troops continue to 
repair. The Marquis de Prie is gone from Bologna for 
Rome, by the Way of viorence. We fhall toon learn 
whether the Court of Rome be difpos d to accept that 
Minifte:’s Propofitions of Accommodation. The Count 
de Caravell:, knvoy of King Charles IIf, fet out from 
hence the Night between the 25th and 26th, to follow 
the Marquis de Prie to Rome, there to a& in Con- 
ceit with him. In the Mean Time the foliowing 
Terms of Accommodation are talk’'dof here. 1. That 
the Insperialitts quit their Pretentions to Comacchio. 
2. That tne Duke of Mantua renounce all Claim to 
the lower Romagna. 3. That as an Equivalent for 
that Renunciation thePope give that Duke a certain Sum 
of Money. 4. That the Dutchies of Parma fhall for 
the future be held in Fee of the Emperour and the 
King of Spain. 5. That the State of Milan be divi- 
ded from the Ecclefiaftical State by certain fix'd Boun- 


daries. There are other Articlesto the Advantage of 


the Imperial Ceurt: But what Ground there is for 
talking of thefe, asthe Articles on which the Accom- 
modation between the Pope and the Emperour is like 
to be made, we know not. 


Florence, , O&. 20. Yefterday about Noon the Mar- 
quis de Prie the Emperour'’s Plenipotentiary arriv’d 
here, and took up his Lodging ina publick Inn, ex- 
cufing himtelf from lodging in the Palace of the Duke 
de Pe'lavicini which had been fitted up for him. "T'was 
at firftiuppos’d he came hitherto confer with ourDuke ; 
but fome tay he will proceed forRome to Day or toMor- 
row, without feeing either theDuke,the hereditaryPrince, 
or the Cardinal de Medicis, who are all in the Coun. 
try. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Nov. 9. 

Letters from Geneva of the 29th of O&tober advife, 
that the Duke of Savoy had caus’d Affurances to be 
given to the Republick of Genoa, that he is refolv'’d 
to live in Peace with them; and that he will never 
forget the great Civilities they fhew’d to the Dutchefs 
his Confort and and to the Dutchefs-Dowager his Mo- 
ther, when they retir'd to Genoa on Occafion of the 
laft Siege of Turin.

Letters from Spain confirm, that the 
Duke of Orleans, far from being able to take Winter- 
Quarters in Catalonia, has his Troops continually har- 
rafs'd by the Enemy in the Country between the two 
Nogueras ; fo that his Royal Highnefs cannot leave his 
Army, but is fore’d to: ftay to obferve the Motions of 
General Staremberg.

9 Squadrons under Brigadier Bridwits were fent to- 
wards La Baffce, ro reinforce the Treops commanded 
by the hereditary Prince of Heffe. Men are kept hard 
at Work to ftrengthen La Baffee and Armentieres, as 
alfo fome other {mall Places in Artois. Yefterday 7 
Horfe of every Squadcon and 18 Foot of every battal- 
lion were drawn out, and order’d to hold themfelves 
in a Readynefs to march on fome Expedition: Our 
Troops which were fent towards Ipres, have brought 
tothe Camp a great Quantity of Corn and Forrage 
from that Part of the Country.
